The species are independent or distinct because the inflator of Figs. 1-3 does not have 
the particulars of Figs. 4-9, which are the locking member 158 in circumferential 
grooves 178, 176 in Figs. 4-5, the tab 292 in Figs. 6-7, and the radial extension 416 with 
radially extending ports 424, 426 in Figs. 8-9.
